STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 


The closest prior art of record (US 2004/0019982 Al) does not teach or disclose a dyeing 
composition with a nacreous luster comprising fatty alcohols and alkanolamides in the ratio of 
0.8:1.2 to 1.2:08 as claimed. Further the obviousness rejections over Pratt et al. (US' 982 Al) in 
view of AUwohn et al. (US' 203 Bl) and further in view of Cannel et al. (US' 574) have been 
rendered moot because the Declaration filed on July 9, 2008, show that the claimed composition 
(with 8% of alkanolamine) has natural glossy appearance with a distinctive nacreous luster 
(Example lA) while the composition of the prior art of record ( with 5% of alkanolamine) does 
not have any nacreous luster (Example IB). Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole 
would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of keratin fibers nacreous 
colorant formulation.
